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TERM S TO FRANCE A RE G ENERO U S. 


In a statement in which he asserts that no other creditor 
of France has accorded such generous treatment, Secretary 
Mellon p uts a new face on the p rop osed settlement of the 
French ob ligations. 
He says that b \ the terms agreed to 
b y the United States the “war" deb t has b een erased and 
that this government is seeking i<> collect a sum equal only 
to indeb tedness incurred since the dale of the armistice. 
Genera! ap p roval of the terms arranged for war deb t set 
tjements has b een voiced b y the p eop le of this nation. 
The 
w ar was costly in men and money b ut Americans are t ha n k ­ 
ful that there were no shells b ursting on their soil. 
In that 
frame of mind they have b een willing that concessions should 
b e made to the deb tor nations that had b een associated with 
them in the held. 
I hey have trusted the agents of the Unit 
ed States government to make the b est and tin* fairest settle 
ment p ossib le. 
Terms of settlement of the French deb t to Great Britain 
recently have b een agreed up on. These have b een p ub lished 
b y the Fiensh with an unfavorab le comp arison with terms 
accep ted b y the I nited States. 
I his incident b rought out 
the statement of Secretary Mellon: 
* America has canceled the ob ligations of F rance for all 
advances during the war. and France, in the Mellon-Ueren 
g( i agreement, has undertaken only to rep ay tin* advances 
and ob ligations sub sequent to the armistice. 
No other cred­ 
itor ot France has accorded such generous treatment. 
“The settlement ot the French ob ligation to America has 
b een made along somewhat different lines from the settle­ 
ment of French ob ligations to Great Hritain. 
\\ ith the Brit 
ish, b anking advances anti commercial ob ligations for war 
Stocks have b een treated sep arately from the war deb t p rop 
er. 
If. however, we comp are the settlement of all of France’s 
indeb tedness to England with the settlement of her indeb t­ 
ed OYS to America, France has had generous treatment from 
us I articularjy is this true during the first five years, which 
will b e most difficult for France. 
“ I he American settlement with France emb races all of 
F ra n ce s indeb tedness, and rep resents, in the op inion of the 
American commission, France’s ab ility to p ay.

tions incured b y France to America after the war ended 
France owes us today $1,666,000,000.

Railway Taxes Mounting 


The railroads are constantly seeking econom­ 
ies that will improve their service, reduce their 
rates or strengthen their earning power. 
That 
they are successful in such efforts is indicated 
by the fact that not merely one hut all three of 
these important and worthwhile benefits have 
resulted from tho notable railway economies ef­ 
fected in the last few years. 


One item of railway expense has been going 
up, however, while most other items have been 
coming down. 
The taxes levied upon and col­ 
lected from the railroads constitute one expense 
over which the railroads exercise no control, 
and railway taxes are increasing steadily in the 
face of reductions in nearly every other item of 
railway expense. 


Going back ten years, railway taxes for 191G 
amounted to approximately $430,000 a day. 
Every year since then they have increased ov­ 
er the preceding year, and for 1920 they will ex­ 
ceed $1,000,000 a day. In the last live years, a 
period of great economy in railway management 
and operation, ttie daily tax bill of the railroads 
has increased o n the average more than $47,000 
from year to year. 


Not only are railway taxes constantly increas­ 
ing in the aggregate, but k takes a greater por­ 
tion of total railway revenues to pay them. 
In 
1920 it took 4.4 cents out ^f each dollar the 
railroads received to pay their taxes. 
In 1925 
it took 5.0 cents. This year, present indications 
are, it will take between 6 and 7 cents. 


Part of the increase in railway taxes is due, 
of course, to somewhat increased railway earn­ 
ings and to improvements which have added to 
the taxable value of railway property, but the 
greater part of the Increase is the result of new 
taxes and of increases in state and local tax 
rates. More than three-fourths of all railway 
taxes are levied by state und local government 
and the necessity for additional money to meet 
principal and interest payments on indebted­ 
ness contracted by these governments lias been 
a considerable factor in making for greatly in­ 
creased railway taxes. In the six years 1920 to 
1925, inclusive, state and local governments in­ 
creased their debts approximately six and three- 
quarters billion dollars. Principal and interest 
payments on outstanding bonds now consume 
about 10 per cent of state and about 20 per cent 
of local government expenditures. 


. .e railroads ask neither favored treatment 
in tax rates nor exemption from any part of gen­ 
eral taxation. They are willing to pay their 
share of taxes. Hut, since they practice economy 
themselves with such good results, they feel it 
is proper to urge economy in government., which 
benefits everybody. Most of the taxes that are 
levied on railway property are also levied on 
farm lands and buildings, stores, manufacturing 
plants and other forms of private enterprise. 
Taxes must come out of the productive activ­ 
ities of the country, and they are shared, indi­ 
rectly, if not directly, by everyone. The public, 
which pays all taxes in one form or another, is 
the ultimate beneficiary of all movements for 
tax reduction.
